Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Heller discussed the invention and ways to overcome Curran 
such as that the present invention was an integral one piece unit with the cowl being part of the handle such as shown 
in Fig. 3 while Curran has a separate piece that mounts over the reel seat and part of the handle. Hr. Heller further 
discussed that an IDS would be filed with references from a corresponding Japanese application and the claims would 
correspondingly be amended as well. Mr Heller discussed the possibility of showing the embodiment found in 
paragraph numbered 18 in the specification by a dashed line in Fig. 3 perpendicular to the rod axis about at the 
location of the arrow for reference number 25. From the description in the paragraph 18, this appears to be a 
reasonable solution . 
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
